We believe that rugs and carpets in rooms used con­ 
stantly should be cleaned every day if ' * nozzle is properly adjusted, it 
is not necessary to go over the surface of a rug more than twice to remove 
threads, hair, and other litter on the t-q of th-' rug, a? well as the dirt 
and grit in the pile. Five mil lib - a day -petit on a rug is far better for 
it than fifteen minutes twice a week 
Th-* reason is plain enough. Get 
the dirt while it is still on the urfao*. and do not wait until several days 
of walking on the rug have tramp' I it d< vn nbo the pile Run the cleaner 
a t modeiate speed, just a lit lo slower than you usually walk, and get 
into the habit of standing erect as you work. Avoid quick jerky strokes 
They merely use up your energy and contribute little to your cleaning 
If you have a maid, take the tin * to tm ch her these point? about vacuum 
cleaning. She will take more pride in D ( ping your house clean. 


Now with the dirt "in the b a g ', the next step is disposing of it 
E m p tyin g a cleaner bag is a dusty, unpleasant business, but it must be 
done every time the cleaner is u*ed. (We all cheat a little, of course.) 
Not ju st a casual emptying of the cor * * its. but a thorough brushing and 
gentle but persistent shaking of the bag. We often use a “ brush" made 
of sponge rubber instead of a whisk b n -nm. as it holds the dust and dirt 
and is so easy to wash out afterw ard. Manufacturers arc well aware of 
the disagreeableness of this job. Several of them have already devised 
schemes for lessening the unplea ant ness of gett ing rid of the dust. 
But the problem is a real one and one not easy to solve. J u s t as soon as 
it is possible for them to give us more convenience in cleaners, you may 
be sure we shall have ii.
